do as well buC4t is extremely doubt- 
ful.

in the public schools.

with vigor in the city, bub there are 
residents who "still refuse to peform 
the duty imposed on them by the law. 
He is anxious to have the city thor- 
oughly cleaned, before summer comes, 
in order that' there be no disease 
which can he prevented by the ex- 
penditure of a little labor now.

this is done he believes the low death 
rate'will continue in spite of a steadi- 
ly increasing population.
